Gould's data showed that In Vermont and 
Minnesota, and in the Northern agricui- 
tural States generally, there was a marked 
increase in the height and general physique 
Of suldiers Who had served in the war.

Dr. Seaver said he had found the very

When 
he died in 189 the burden of the task of 
supporting the familly devolved Ga- 
briel. 

The young man had at that time only a 
meager knowledge of the English language 
but he was a natural student and he learne 
rapidly. After his father’s death he served 
as clerk in country stores at Springfield and 
Waynesvilie, Mo. 

A few years later he came to St. Louls 
and secured employment on the St. Louls 
Tr:-dDune, then an influential Genman newa- 
paper, as a “printer's devil.’’ From that 
Station he passed through the various 
stages of pressman, compositor, forman and 
editor to the proud position of proprietor 
of the paper. 

When the revolution of 188 was /ful- 
minated tn Prussia he left the United States 
and hastened to the serene of the conflict, 
intending to join hands with the revoilu- 
tionists. On his arrival in Germany his 
remarkably clear ineight told him that his 
views did not accord with them. § Inatead 
of joining them he. remained abroad in the 
capacity of a war correspondent. 

Qn his return to St. Louis he repurchased 
the Tribune and changed its politics from 
Whig to Deenocrat. He warmiy espoused 
the cause of Thomas H. Henrton. There 
was good reason for his loyalty to the 

reat Missouri Senator. Benton was the 

ret influential friend he made after he 
began the struggie tv support his family. 

In 182 he served his connection with the 
Tribune, ami three years Jater he was 
admitted to the bar. 

In 183 he began his remaikable career 
as an office holder. He was elected clerk 
of the Recorder's court. Subsequently he 
was a member of the Board of Aldermen, 
twice City Attorney, twice a member of the 
«ity Council. of which he was president 
during his second term, and a meanber of 
the State Senate. During one of nis termes 
in the iatter capacity he achieved distine- 
tion as the leader of the famous Wemv- 
cratic minority of six. 

During the war he was an uncompromis- 
ing Union Democrat, and was in the Gov- 
ermment miiltary service. 

In 1870 he waa elected Judge of the 8t. 
Louls Prabdate Court, in which capacity he 
served 24 consecutive years. It was during 
his term as Probate Judge that he did must 
of the literary work that won him more 
than paasing notice. 

The stage always had a facination for 

{tm and his efforts in the way of dramatic 
writing elicited praise from the critics. 
Among the must widely known of his plays 
was “Die Sclavin,”” which has been pro- 
duced in English for years. Judge Woerner 
always claimed that Bartley Camp Deil's 
“White Slave’ was merely an adaptation 
of his play. 

Another noted play from his pen was 
“Die Rebellin,”” which ts still a favorite 
with German theater-goers everywhere. In 
writing the latter piay he was assisted by 
his son-in-law, Charles Gildehaus of &t. 
Louls. 

Judge Woerner’s name as a writer of law 
books was as great as that which he 
achieved in the realm of drama ani fic- 
tion. Two of his most noted legal works 
are universalis recognized as authorities. 
They are “The American 
istration’ and “The American 
Guardianship.” 

For many years it had been the dream of 
Judge Woerner's life to write a bow 
which, under the guiee of fiction, would be 
a thinly-veiled account of his personal ca- 
reer. the result of his effort was the pro- 
duction of a novel entitled “The Rebel's 
Daughter,” which was published a month 
ago. This book he called “A atory of love, 
poiltics and war.”’ It ts all these, but more 
than these, it is the story of the poesibili- 
tiles of God-given ability directed into the 
channels of a pure and honorable life. 

One who knows anything of the ch*rac- 
ter of the author of the book can read te- 
tween the lines the details of the carver 
of a man devoted to principle and unswerv- 
ing in his devotion to the right as he 
saw it.

represent distingutshed wartime Missourt- 
ans, and in some cases the charactertsa- 
tions are Starting, in their truthfulaes. 
Those who knew Judge Woerner best say 
that his work in the preparation of this 
book may have hastened hh end. He was 
anxious to finish it before his powers failed 
and his indomitable energy could not be 
checked by the solicitations of the family. 

Judge Woerner married Miss Emilie Plass 
in 1 Bhe died on Dec. 28, 1898. 

Four children and four grandchildren 
survive him. The children are Mra. B. W. 
Melivaine, Mre. Charles Gildehaus, Mra. 
Sylvester C. Judge and William F. Woer- 
ner. The latter is a well-known attorney. 
All of the children reside in 8t. Louis.

Dr. Niels Finsen of Copenhagen has conducted a long series of euch experi 
ments, which have effected cures in cases of tuberculosis, eczeina, smallpox and a 
variety of other afflictions.
